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761—451.2 (321) Authorized emergency vehicle certificate.

451.2(1) Application. Application for a certificate which designates a privately owned vehicle as
an authorized emergency vehicle shall be submitted to the office of vehicle and motor carrier services on
a form prescribed by the department. The department shall deny an application if the department does
not establish that the vehicle will be used as an authorized emergency vehicle, as described in lowa Code
section 321.451, or that the vehicle does not otherwise demonstrate necessity for the designation.

451.2(2) Expiration. The certificate of designation expires at midnight on the thirty-first day of
December five years from the year in which it was issued.

451.2(3) Limitation. A certificate issued to a towing or recovery vehicle is valid only when the
vehicle is at the scene of an emergency, unless otherwise authorized by a law enforcement officer.
